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Great Park Treasure Hunt Solved! 
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Larry Agran spent $200 million on a non-park, while his top adviser scored a New York Times story on his house

W e once could have imag¬ 
ined The New York Times 
sending a future reporter 
to a completed Orange 
County Great Park in Irvine for an awe¬ 
inspiring article in the paper’s “Great 
Homes & Destinations” section. Don’t 
laugh. There’s no shame in being fooled a 
decade ago. That’s when Irvine political 
boss Larry Agran 
promised OC that 
the decommis¬ 
sioned El Toro 
Marine Air Corps 
Station wouldn’t 
just be filled with 
new houses. The 
failed, 1992 Demo¬ 
cratic presidential 
candidate said the 
development plan 
included man-made 
canyons, waterfalls 
and wildlife corridors; an architecturally 
impressive sports stadium and amphithe¬ 
ater; breathtaking university buildings; 
botanical gardens and a conservatory; and 
Smithsonian-caliber museums. Agran even 
guaranteed the Great Park would be big¬ 
ger and more impressive than Manhattan’s 
Central Park and San Diego’s Balboa Park. 
All Irvine voters had to do to reap that 
historic milestone was to keep him and his 
political machine in control of the city. 

This month, a Times reporter with 
“Great Homes & Destinations” did focus 
on Orange County, though the story wasn’t 
about the Great Park—at least directly. 
That’s no surprise. During Agran’s 12-year 
reign, not a single major proposed feature 
was built even though $200 million evapo¬ 
rated from the park construction kitty. 
Where did all that taxpayer money go? 
Well, there is an orange balloon hovering 
over the property, a public-relations stunt 
Agran laughably hails among his major 
accomplishments. There’s the $125,000 
playground set that, when Agran’s consul¬ 
tants finished submitting change orders, 
cost $1.25 million. There are the untold 
millions of dollars used for glossy mailers 
telling residents around election times that 
the park will go down in history as a model 
of foresight and efficiency. There’s also the 
$47 million spent on wildly unrealistic con¬ 
ceptual drawings. 

Such wasteful disbursements make 
sense only when you understand that 
Agran’s objective for seven consecutive 
elections was remaining in power by cap¬ 
turing publicity for proposing a park, not 
actually building one. Each election, he 
called his political machine “The Great 
Park Team” and, as time progressed, told 


voters, who weren’t seeing progress, that 
construction was imminent. Said the 
69-year-old man who doesn’t bother with a 
private-sector job and hasn’t built anything 
tougher than a tool shed, public parks are 
really, really complicated projects. 

Given the proposal suffered setback 
after setback under Agran’s incompetence 
and mismanagement, it took magic to keep 
him in power, and for that feat, we can 
thank Arnold Forde, his private campaign 
adviser who co-owns Forde & Mollrich 
in Newport Beach. A onetime consultant 
to Jerry Brown, Forde grabbed a no-bid, 
no-benchmark contract to take $100,000 
per month in park funds in exchange for 
allegedly performing public-relations tasks. 
Never mind another successful, veteran PR 
firm volunteered to do the job for $85,000 
less per month. The Forde deal wasn’t so 
much about skill—how difficult is it to pro¬ 
mote a park?—as it was about ties to Agran, 
who, with the aid of loyal, robotic, sidekick 
Beth Krom, separately funneled another 
$67,000 per month to two additional pals, 
Democratic operatives Chris Townsend 
and George Urch. Townsend and Urch, 
by the way, also enjoyed no-bid steals. If 
you’re counting, those three sweetheart 
pacts dwindled park construction coffers 
by $167,000 per month. 

Irvine residents worried they may 
never see any tangible impacts of Agran’s 
doling out $200 million may wonder 
where all the money went. They won’t 
be able to see results at the park or even 
in Irvine. They’ll have to go to Forde’s 
Laguna Beach house. 

It turns out that while Forde collected 
his massive, monthly park payments, he 
and his wife, Marie, went on an expensive, 
avant-garde art shopping spree for their 
eight-room, 3,200-square-foot, cliff-top, 
contemporary home resting triumphantly 
above the Pacific Ocean. 

What’s more remarkable is that with 
Agran and allies Mary Ann Gaido and 
Melissa Fox trying to retake power in next 
month’s election and halt an ongoing audit 
of Great Park spending, Forde wants Irvine 
residents to know he has assembled his 
fantasy estate. 

“The first thing you notice when you 
walk into their home in Laguna Beach isn’t 
a table or a sofa, or even the stunning ocean 
view,” Times reporter Elaine Louie wrote 
in her Oct. 1 story. “It’s a bulldozer. Or, Bull¬ 
dozer, to be precise, a 5,000-pound piece 
by the conceptual artist Chris Burden that 
dominates the entry hall.” 

Louie ignored the irony—Forde pre¬ 
sided over idle bulldozers at the Great 
Park—but she wants readers to know he’s 
“gleeful” visitors to his home are shocked 


by his lavish, eclectic tastes, including 
parking another Burden art piece, a 1973 
Lotus Europa, next to the leather sofas in 
his living room. 

“We went crazy, and we bought the trac¬ 
tor, and they came to the house to make 
sure it wouldn’t crash through the floor,” 
the consultant’s wife told the reporter. 

“And my husband, who was chatting with 
the woman from the gallery, said, We can 
put the car in there, in the living room.’ I 
said, ‘Of course, we can.’” 

Disapproving of anything “just mundane 
and boring,” the couple this year spent 
another small fortune to upgrade the rela¬ 
tively small front yard, the results of which 
wowed Louie. 

“The garden, which was completed this 
year for $300,000, is organized around this 
vermilion ribbon of aluminum handrail, 
which glows at night with LEDs,” she lov¬ 
ingly noted. “It winds sinuously down the 
terraces, bending and curving, dipping and 
waving, accentuating everything it touches, 
including the old pine tree.” 

Though any fifth-grader with Google 
access would know of Forde’s controver¬ 
sial, Great Park role, the reporter oddly 
chose to withhold mention of the ongo¬ 
ing scandal or how her subject afforded 
the disposable income that landed him 
on her haughty pages. You must wonder 
if the Times joined in Forde’s mocking of 
the taxpayer-funded windfall. The online 
headline on her article read, “Where Shall 
We Park the Art?” 

Get it? 

Park. 

When the new, anti-Agran council 
majority—Jeff Lalloway, Steven Choi and 
Christina Shea—took over in January 


2013, they ended Forde’s gravy train and 
launched an independent park-spending 
audit that has produced troubling rev¬ 
elations. One of those bombshells is that 
Forde refused to obey the terms of his city 
contract, which requires cooperation with 
audits. As if protecting national security, he 
spent months declining to share his park 
records with investigators and apparently 
did so recently after officials threatened to 
file a lawsuit. 

Now in the council minority, Agran 
and Krom haven’t stopped squealing. To 
them, the audit is a “witch-hunt” and 
questions about Forde’s paychecks fuel a 
“misleading narrative.” 

In an early October, 1,600-word email 
rant adolescently heavy on capitalized 
words and obtained by the Weekly, Krom— 
who has been on the council for 14 years 
and isn’t presently facing re-election— 
outrageously claimed the park is “fully 
activated” and urged voters to back Agran, 
Fox and Gaido to continue the “good news” 
policies. She’s especially unnerved that 
news reports are detailing embarrassing 
audit findings about the no-bid deals. 

“Larry Agran isn’t being attacked 
because he’s been BAD for Irvine,” wrote 
a clearly unhinged Krom. “He’s being 
attacked because he’s been A STRONG 
ADVOCATE FOR THE PUBLIC INTER¬ 
EST ON THE CITY COUNCIL.” 

On Nov. 4, we’ll discover if Irvine resi¬ 
dents bought her shameless propaganda.

THE CARNIVAL REIMAGINED

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A decade ago, reporter Gary Webb committed suicide after the mainstream media 
destroyed his reputation. Now, his story is back on the front page—and on the big screen

after Gary Webb killed himself 
witn his dad’s old pistol, I stood shirtless in 
my back yard, staring at the full moon. The 

black and cloudless, the moon blurry, 
that night, I’d poured myself several 
of single-malt scotch. I shook my fist 
in the air and screamed. 

I’d been a mess ever since Dec. 12,2004, 
when the Sunday-morning edition of the Los 
Angeles Times hit my porch. As usual, I had 
opened t he paper to the last page of the news 
section, where the Times tended to bury its 
most important stories. “Gary Webb, 49, wrote 
series linking CIA and drugs,” read the head¬ 
line, and suddenly I realized I was reading an 
obituary. Webb, the article stated, who “wrote 
a widely criticized series linking the CIA to the 
explosion of crack-cocaine in Los Angeles, was 
found dead in his Sacramento-area home Fri¬ 
day. He apparently killed himself.” 

Eight years earlier, in August 1996, Webb had 
published his “Dark Alliance” series in the San 
Jose Mercury News. The three-parter accused 
the CIA of helping spark the crack cocaine epi¬ 
demic of the 1980s. Its central claim: The CIA 


helped spread crack through the Nicaraguan 
Contras, right-wing rebels who aimed to over¬ 
throw the Soviet Union-supported Sandinista 
government. The nation’s major media outlets 
initially ignored Webb’s big story. But because 
it was the first such expose that ran simultane¬ 
ously in print and online, and because its explo¬ 
sive scoops exposed the supposed stewards of 
journalism—The New York Times, Washington 
Post, Wall Street Journal, but especially the Los 
Angeles Times— as being asleep at the wheel, 
the series provoked a firestorm of controversy. 

The fact that a Nicaraguan smuggler and 
contra fund-raiser named Danilo Blandon had 
for years supplied LA’s biggest crack kingpin, 
Freeway Ricky Ross, with cheap Colombian 
cocaine made the story all the more explosive. 
African-Americans, who had long suspected 
the government played a hidden role in the 
cocaine-fueled carnage in their communities, 
were particularly outraged. The Congressional 
Black Caucus held hearings led by Congress- 
woman Maxine Waters, whose South Central 
district was the most impacted by the drug 
plague. Then-CIA director John Deutsch flew

to a packed South LA high school auditorium 
and insisted he would get to the bottom of 
Webb’s allegations. 

Having mostly downplayed evidence of CIA 
complicity with drug dealers in the 1980s, the 
nation’s major media outlets could no longer 
ignore Webb’s story. Within a few months, the 
Post, New York Times and Los Angeles Times 
published extensive front-page stories on the 
subject—by attacking his work, assigning doz¬ 
ens of reporters to target Webb’s series instead 
of advancing his findings. Rather than objec¬ 
tively investigate, they debunked claims—such 
as the CIA inventing crack—that Webb never 
made. Eventually, other newspapers dug 
through his two-decade professional career, 
looking for any evidence of bias. 

Webb became the story, and it destroyed 
him. But that wouldn’t cut it for me. The 
morning after I learned of his death, I drove 
to the OC Weekly offices in Santa Ana. It was 
my turn to write up Webb’s obituary. The first 
three words I typed on my computer became 
my headline: “Kill the Messenger.”

I n August 1996,1 was a 26-year-old cub 
reporter at the Weekly. I covered cops, 
crimes, gangs, the war on drugs. I ideal¬ 
istically viewed my job as an opportunity 
to challenge authority, put a spotlight on 
corruption and expose injustice, albeit on 
a small scale for a local paper. When I first 
read “Dark Alliance,” the story represented 
everything about journalism I admired and 
wanted to do. Webb seemed to have blown 
the lid off a massive government cover-up 
that went to the very heart of the war on 
drugs and took on the most powerful and 
secretive agency in the country. 

The investigative reporter in me also 
noticed that one of the key members of 
the Blandon/Ross drug ring was a former 
Laguna Beach police officer named Ronald 
Lister. Lister had allegedly provided weap¬ 
ons and security equipment such as Uzis 
and police-radio scanners to Blandon, who 
in turn gave them to Ross. “We had our 
own little arsenal,” Ross told Webb. “Once, 
[Blandon] tried to sell [my partner] a gre¬ 
nade launcher. I said, ‘Man, what [the fuck] 
do we need with a grenade launcher?”’ 

With help from the Mercury News, I 
reached Webb by telephone at his hotel 
room in Washington, D.C., where he was 
making the rounds of political talk shows. 
He was a star reporter, an inspiration. 

The Pulitzer was his for the losing. I told 
Webb that I wanted to know more about 
Lister, since I was in a position to follow 
up on Webb’s reporting. Webb told me 
that Lister had just been released from 
federal prison for drug trafficking and 
had rebuffed his interview requests. He 


seemed certain, however, that Congress 
was going to force the CIA to come clean 
about the contras and crack cocaine. Webb 
was ready to keep writing—and he didn’t 
mind if I tagged along. “There’s plenty 
more good stuff coming,” he promised. 

Lister was maybe the most interesting 
character in the allegedly CIA-tied drug 
ring Webb had uncovered. In October 
1986, dozens of LA County Sheriff’s 
deputies and narcotics cops raided the 
Blandon/Ross drug ring, hitting locations 
throughout Southern California, including 
Lister’s mountain house in Crestline and 
his suburban pad in Mission Viejo. When 


Lister opened the door, he didn’t seem 
surprised. “You’re making a big mistake,” 
he announced to the officers. “There’s a 
bigger picture out there.” 

Inside, deputies found a trove of evi¬ 
dence of Lister’s international arms deals 
and security work. His clients included 
people such as General Jose Guillermo 
Garcia, then El Salvador’s defense minis¬ 
ter, and Roberto D’Aubuisson, a right-wing 
politician and reputed leader of the Salva¬ 
doran death squads. According to “Dark 
Alliance,” before they left—without arrest¬ 


ing him because there were no drugs in 
the house—Lister picked up a telephone 
and threatened to report the officers to his 
friend “Scott Weekly” in the CIA. 

Weekly was a notorious figure in 
paramilitary circles during the 1980s, an 
intense, bearded explosives expert nick¬ 
named “Dr. Death” who had attended 
the U.S. Naval Academy in the same class 
as Oliver North. Hoping to get some 
clarification about Lister, I drove to San 
Diego and knocked on Weekly’s front 
door. Nobody answered. I peeked over his 
fence. Suddenly, the door blew open and a 
man I immediately recognized as Weekly 


rushed toward me, clad in a T-shirt and 
shorts, his fists clenched. I held up my 
reporter’s notebook and promised I was 
unarmed. He retreated inside, shut his 
door and refused to talk. 

Eventually, I discovered through 
another source that Lister had met 
Weekly at a San Diego gun shop, Lafrance 
Specialties. Shop owner Tim Lafrance 
told me how he and Lister had traveled 
to El Salvador in 1982 to demonstrate 
weapons for the military. He said Lister’s 
security company was a CIA front and

the State Department had approved the 
export license for his weapons in just days 
instead of weeks. 

Now, I had a source backing up every¬ 
thing Webb had reported about the CIA 
having ties to the Blandon/Ross drug 
ring—exactly the type of scoop that would 
force other media organizations to take 
notice. I called Webb to fill him in about 
Lafrance’s claims. A few days later, he 
called me back. 

“You have no idea how right you are,” he 
said. Webb told me he’d found Lafrance’s 
and Weekly’s names while poring through 
microfiche copies of evidence relating to 
U.S. Senator John Kerry’s 1989 subcom¬ 
mittee investigation into CIA-contra 
drug smuggling. “You go look for it,” he 
added, chuckling. 

Another name in Lister’s confiscated 
notes was even more compelling: Bill 
Nelson. In the 1970s, Nelson had been the 
deputy director of covert operations for 
the CIA. After his retirement, he became 
security chief for Fluor Corp., the massive 
engineering company whose headquar¬ 
ters were in Irvine at the time. Nelson 
died in 1995, but FBI reports I obtained 
through a Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) request showed that Lister had 
worked closely with Nelson on various 
projects throughout the 1980s, although 
the exact nature of the work was censored 
to protect U.S. national security. The 
Weekly eventually sued the CIA to turn 
over more documents, which revealed the 
FBI had investigated Lister several times 
for his international arms deals. At some 
point, Nelson had apparently broken off 
his relationship with Lister, telling Lister 
that nobody at the CIA would be able to

help him until he “cleared” himself with 
the FBI—a strange conversation consid¬ 
ering that now, in the wake of Webb’s 
reporting, the CIA was strenuously deny¬ 
ing any relationship to Lister. 

Meanwhile, working with Webb’s 
Nicaragua-based investigator, Georg 
Hodel, I followed up on the money¬ 
laundering operation Lister had set up for 
the Blandon/Ross drug ring. For weeks, I 
dug into a complex web of Florida corpo¬ 
rations, banks and real-estate deals that 
appeared related to that effort. I shared 
my findings with Webb, who excitedly 
brought them to his editors, insisting he 
be allowed to continue his reporting. He 
even urged me to apply for a job with the 
Mercury News and gave me the direct line 
of one of his editors. 

Now I wasn’t just helping a star 
reporter advance the story of a lifetime; 
my own career looked wide open. But 
when the nation’s most powerful news 
organizations attacked “Dark Alliance,” 
my job application went nowhere. Webb’s 
editors not only refused to let him print 
any more stories, but they assigned 
another reporter to dig into “Dark Alli¬ 
ance,” as well. In May 1997, after that 
reporter failed to uphold Webb’s work, 
the Mercury News printed a letter to read¬ 
ers, backing off the story. When Webb 
publicly accused his editors of cowardice, 
they banished him to the paper’s tiny 
Cupertino bureau. 

After a few months of writing stories 
about flatulent police horses (published 
without his byline, at Webb’s insistence), 
he quit his job and never worked in daily 
journalism again. He’d passed up on 
six-figure book deals out of loyalty to his 
newspaper, but when he finally published 
Dark Alliance, the hard-cover version 
of his series, it was for Seven Stories 
Press, best known for its annual “Project 
Censored” compendium of overlooked 
investigative reporting. The book was 
alternately ridiculed or ignored by the 
mainstream press. 

It was on Webb’s 1998 promotional tour 
that I finally met him at a book signing at 
the since-closed Midnight Special book¬ 
store in Santa Monica. Webb still seemed 
determined to get his story out to the pub¬ 


lic and set the record straight about the 
CIA, the contras and crack cocaine, but 
I could see in his beleaguered eyes as he 
spoke to the crowd that he was a man all 
but defeated. At one point in his speech, 
Webb explained that he never said and 
never believed the CIA had intention¬ 
ally addicted anyone to crack. Several 
people booed. One woman jumped up and 
pointed her finger at Webb. “The police 
invented crack,” she shouted. 

“No, they didn’t,” Webb responded. 
“What happened was this drug ring, 
which the CIA has now admitted it pro¬ 
tected, arrived in South Central at a par¬ 
ticularly bad time, in 1982. It hooked up 
with the gangs right when people in South 
Central were learning how to turn powder 
cocaine into crack.” 

“Don’t try to tell us that,” the woman 
persisted. “The police invented that drug.” 

“I think we all appreciate what you’ve 
done, but we just want you to tell the 
whole truth about the CIA,” another audi¬ 
ence member interjected. 

Webb didn’t win back the crowd until 
Maxine Waters suddenly appeared out of 
nowhere and gave him a big, sympathetic hug. 

I kept in regular touch with Webb over 
the years, calling him every time the CIA 
or FBI mailed me a new packet of ancient, 
redacted files. I published some follow-up 
stories on the mysterious Lister, but as 
those discoveries grew less frequent, so did 
my contact with Webb. I knew he was try¬ 
ing to sell a film or television version of his 
story to Hollywood because his journalism 
career was finished. He invited me to grab 
a beer on one of those trips, but his meeting 
fell through, so we never met up. When I 
learned Webb had taken a job with the Sac¬ 
ramento News 8t Review, a small alt-weekly, 
I left him a voice mail congratulating him 
on his new job. He never responded. A 
month or so later, he was dead. 

bout half a year after Webb commit¬ 
ted suicide, I wrote to his widow, 

Sue Bell Stokes, and asked her per¬ 
mission to write his biography. I told 
her I didn’t want the Los Angeles Times 
to get the last word with its obituary. In 
truth, I wanted to write a book about 
Webb because I was terrified about what 
his suicide said about my own involve¬ 
ment with the story. I’d invested years in 
chasing after the truth, long after Webb 
himself had lost hope. Could it really have 






















all been for nothing? 

Because she remembered Webb talking 
favorably about me, she agreed. Getting 
the book published was another story. 
Despite crucial help from historian Mike 
Davis, author of City of Quartz and Planet 
of Slums, no literary agent would repre¬ 
sent me, arguing that Webb’s story, while 
tragic, wouldn’t find a nationwide audi¬ 
ence. After rejections too numerous to 
count, Nation Books happily signed on to 
the project, paying me a modest advance 
that helped to cover my travel budget and 
lost wages from the month I took off to 
write the book. 

First, I flew to Sacramento to interview 
Stokes; Webb’s oldest son, Ian; and Webb’s 
mother, who was the last person to see 
him alive. With Stokes’ help, I was able to 
track down scores of sources, everyone 
from Webb’s childhood friends to work 
colleagues, all of whom respected and even 
revered him for his courage as a reporter 
and were aghast at how the mainstream 
media had left his reputation in shambles. 

I reached out to everyone involved in the 
media’s attack on “Dark Alliance,” as well as 
everyone at the Mercury News who either 
knew Webb or was involved in the editing 
of the story. I intended to give fair voice 
to everyone, regardless of their role. The 
only person I regretted interviewing was 
Webb’s former Mercury News editor, Scott 
Herhold. He rudely told me he would talk 
for exactly five minutes. He then proceeded 
to detail a litany of petty complaints about 
Webb’s personality. Finally, Herhold told 
me that I had 30 seconds left to ask ques¬ 
tions. “No, thanks,” I told him before hang- 
ingup the telephone. 

Nation Books arranged for Charles 
Bowden, who authored “The Pariah,” 
a masterful profile of Webb for Esquire 
in 1998, to write a forward to my book. 
(Bowden, who tragically passed away 
last month, kindly shared notes from 
his interview with Webb; these further 
confirmed the depths of his despair and 
determination). Kill the Messenger finally 
hit the stands in paperback form in Octo¬ 
ber 2006. “Hit the stands” is a bit of an 
overstatement: Barnes & Noble (as well 
as some bookstore chains that don’t exist 
anymore) refused to stock the book. 

My tour began at a small independent 
bookstore in Davis, a college town. It was 
a Friday night. Other than Stokes, Ian and 
a couple of Webb’s hockey buddies, the 
only other audience member was a home¬ 
less guy who wandered in and fell asleep 
on a chair, snoring loudly. My next stop 
was at a bookstore in a San Jose shop¬ 
ping mall. There was a nice poster of the 
book’s cover and a dozen or so empty seats 
within spitting distance of a crowded cafe. 
After several desperate pleas over the 
intercom by a store manager, a tiny crowd 
finally assembled. 

The whole thing would have been 
even more depressing had Hollywood 
not already expressed an interest in mak¬ 
ing a movie based on Kill the Messenger. 
Peter Landesman, a former investigative 
reporter, contacted me a few months 
before the book’s publication, eager to 


write a script. Landesman had followed 
what happened to Webb and had been 
through the same process of media attacks 
following a 2004 expose he wrote for The 
New York Times Magazine on international 
sex trafficking, a topic now au courant in 
the media but dismissed then as shock 
journalism. Two years later, Universal Stu¬ 
dios bought the option, but let it lapse after 
a couple of movies about reporters bombed 
at the box office. 

Another six years would pass before 
Landesman called me to say that Jeremy 
Renner wanted to produce and star in 
the film. Still, I didn’t believe anything 
would come out of this until August 
2013, when I flew to Atlanta to join the 
shoot for Kill the Messenger. 


The crew had set up inside the shut¬ 
tered Georgia State Archive building, 
with various floors turned into sets of the 
Mercury News, Washington Post, New York 
Times and Los Angeles Times. Renner, 
who seemed to enjoy pacing the hallways 
and startling passersby, was nice enough 
to thank me for coming; director Michael 
Cuesta kindly used me as an extra, play¬ 
ing a Mercury News editor in a couple of 
scenes. There I stood, dressed in exactly 
the same mid-’90s Gap clothing—check¬ 
ered button-down shirt and khaki slacks— 
that I’d worn as a young reporter chasing 
after Webb’s story 17 years earlier. 

That Kill the Messenger (officially 
based on my book and Webb’s own tome) 
finally found its way to the silver screen is 


the happy ending that Webb never lived 
to see. In articles penned to the film’s 
release, both The New York Times and LA 
Times published pieces acknowledging 
that Webb’s legacy has been “re-evalu¬ 
ated” and “largely vindicated.” In 2013,1 
wrote how Jesse Katz, one of the report¬ 
ers who helped the LA Times demolish 
Webb’s reputation, now described the 
paper’s treatment of Webb as “tawdry.” 

Although it’s admittedly a stretch to 
say it’s a consensus, the emerging view of 
Webb is that he represented the guts of a 
profession that has steadily declined ever 
since his peers ripped apart one of their 
own for doing the job right. Meanwhile, 
given the string of scandals involving

government wrongdoing in recent years— 
everything from torture to shadowy 
bailouts to widespread eavesdropping— 
Webb now seems like exactly the kind 
of reporter this country should cherish 
rather than destroy. 

A story as complex as “Dark Alliance” 
has more than its share of loose 
ends, many of which continue to 
linger. 

A few weeks before Kill the Messenger’s 
debut, I got a call from Richard Love, one 
of the LA County sheriff’s deputies who 
had raided Lister’s house. He was retired 
and living in rural Colorado and had just 
learned about the movie. He wanted to talk 
to me about the raid on Lister and the rest 
of his cohorts, including Blandon and Ross. 

According to Love, he and his partners 
were briefed for the raids on a Friday 
afternoon but, for some reason, didn’t roll 
out until Monday morning, which had 
never happened before. It didn’t surprise 
him that when they carried out the opera¬ 
tion, all of their targets seemed to have 
just finished moving large quantities of 
cocaine to other locations. 

“Somebody tipped them all off,” Love 
told me. “Lister was cool. He acted like he 
was protected. He talked all about drugs 
being sold, how he’d flown in an airplane 
down to Nicaragua with Ollie North and 


brought guns down there. Then he kind 
of backed off and danced around things. I 
think he realized he’d talked too much.” 

The day after Love called, I texted Lister, 
asking him to meet me for drinks. I told him 
I wanted to talk to him about Gary Webb and 
his big story, whether he was right or wrong, 
and that the interview had to be on tape. 

We met for lunch in Long Beach. It 
was a tradition that had begun in 2007, a 
year after my book was published, when a 
source of mine, an ex-cop who’d worked 
with Lister in Laguna Beach, had given me 
Lister’s telephone number. The hair on the 


back of my neck stood up when we first 
met, as he casually talked about his involve¬ 
ment with Salvadoran army generals and 
death squad leaders. Then there was the 
time the DEA arrested a team of Colom¬ 
bian cartel assassins at the San Clemente 
immigration checkpoint who were on their 
way to kill Lister over an unpaid debt. 

Now, years later, we chatted over a meal 
of sushi and beer about Lister’s involve¬ 
ment in the Iran-contra scandal. He 
claimed to have testified about his involve¬ 
ment in still-classified Senate subcommit¬ 


tee hearings held decades earlier. At the 
time, Lister had tried to shave years off his 
sentence by telling a judge he’d spilled the 
beans on “certain key figures” alleged to 
be involved in Iran-contra. There was no 
way he was going to name names to me, 
though, given that his testimony was still 
classified to protect U.S. national security. 

While Lister denied he had mentioned 
Oliver North to Love during the raid on his 
house, he acknowledged that he had a close 
business relationship with ex-CIA deputy 
director Nelson. He claimed that another 
security professional who knew Nelson had 


recruited him to travel to El Salvador and 
provide security services to the Salvadoran 
military, a mission, the man told him, that 
was approved by an unspecified govern¬ 
ment agency. “I wouldn’t know a CIA agent 
from a postal inspector,” Lister said. 

When I brought up Lister’s work with 
death-squad founder D’Aubuisson, he 
opened his collar and showed me a Jesuit 
cross hanging round his neck. “I was a 
consultant for him, and it just so happened 
that he was the founder of the death 
squads,” Lister said, shaking his head. 


“I used to walk with the Devil,” Lister 
continued. “Now I walk with God.” Appar¬ 
ently, this was a saying he’d learned from 
his Central American army and death- 
squad buddies, most of whom had turned to 
religion when the civil wars ended. “Like I 
told the Senate subcommittee, we were just 
trying to help the contras. It was a roman¬ 
tic and exciting thing to help these guys 
against the Sandinistas, the comunistas. As a 
private citizen, I thought it was fun.” 

Cagey as ever—but I needed to know, 
once and for all. When I first met Lister, 
he had claimed Webb was on the right 
track with “Dark Alliance,” although he 
didn’t want to say so on tape. He still felt 
that way now, years later—and now, he 
was ready to say that on the record. 

“Gary Webb was probably an exceptionally 
good journalist because of his passion,” Lister 
told me. “He dug deeper and deeper and got 
to a point where probably things didn’t make 
sense to him and it was just a big puzzle.” 

What ruined Webb, Lister believes, is 
that he didn’t know when to stop. Many 
government investigators who came 
before Webb had backed off when they 
realized who they were going up against. 

“A lot of times people get so deep into 
something, maybe it’s not going to work 
out for them because it goes against the 
system,” Lister observed. “Many of them 
were probably told exactly what Gary was 
told, and most of them, you know, listened 
when they were told, ‘Leave it alone.’ 
People like Gary didn’t.”

A BEAUTIFUL

Pink Milk 

If you're planning to attend the 
GarageTheatre's latest production, 
Pink Milk , a surreal performance of 
dance and dreamlike narration about 
the life of AlanTuring, you should be, 
at the very least, somewhat familiar 
with the famous mathematician's 
story.

Finger-Lickin’ Great 

Crazy Chi-Mac combines the wonder that is Korean fried chicken with beer

C razy Chi-Mac has a lot going 
for it—a doting Korean 
mother-type who’ll ladle the 
soup into bowls for you until 
its 2 a.m. closing time on weekends—but 
there are only two things that should con¬ 
vince you to go, like, right now: the beer 
and the fried chicken. 

As with Zoomak Asian Bistro in Buena 
Park and the Past Memories in Garden 
Grove, Crazy Chi-Mac is a Korean tavern 
where Hite, OB and Cass come out in big 
pitchers and the customers don’t get loud 
until about 9 or 10 p.m. But it may be the 
first Korean pub around these parts to 
specialize in fried chicken. You only need 
to have been paying attention to the mir¬ 
acles Korean purveyors such as Kyochon 
and Pizza & Chicken Love Letter have 
done with fried chicken over the past 
decade to know this natural progression 
of things is very, very good. 

The restaurant doesn’t just have one 
kind of fried chicken either. There’s the 
base model, golden and crispy battered, 
the crust similar to the Colonel’s, though 
lighter and not harboring a gallon of 
grease. From there, coating possibili¬ 
ties emerge in saucing options ranging 
from a hot sauce made with red kimchi 
juice to a sugary soy to something called 
“Habanero 911 Hot Wings” that has a 
note underneath it saying, “Caution: Very 
Very Spicy!!!” 

If you dare try it, you’re a braver per¬ 
son than I am. After trying the “Crazy 
Hot Wings”—described as “sweet spicy,” 
covered in a gloppy but otherwise clear- 
looking sauce that didn’t look the least bit 
dangerous—I was reduced to terror, sweat 


and tears. It was the kind of hotness that 
came at me as though a punch in the nose, 
the pain registering in my cerebral cortex 
the split second the sauce touched my lips. 
But then, when the endorphins started 
surging, I went back for more punishment, 
more of those wings, and then more beer 
to douse the fire. It must be noted the orig¬ 
inal hot sauce slathered on another order 
of chicken, the one that rendered them a 
deep adobe color, wasn’t that spicy at all. 
Instead, that one was more multifaceted in 
its flavor, with hints of garlic and a touch 
of honey-like sweetness behind the chile. 

With all of the chicken at Crazy Chi- 
Mac, there’s the unshakable hallmark 
of the Korean Method, a double-fry that 
leaves the skin thoroughly rendered of its 
fat and practically disappearing between 
the batter and the meat. Another notable 
feature: Even if you ask for a half order, 
enough equally sized pieces appear to 
share with the entire table, and the breast 
is cut into smaller pieces so that no one 
person hogs it all. Also offered is an oven- 
roasted hen that I’ve never seen anyone 
order, as well as another special prepara¬ 
tion called “Pa-Dak,” in which any chicken 
of your choice is served with a shredded 
nest of marinated green onions. No matter 
what, you get a bowl of pickled daikon in 
cubes—the customary palate cleanser. 

Yet there are other things just as good 
as the chicken. The shrimp and clam soup 
comes in a bowl as big as Lake Arrow¬ 
head, a liquid so rich with umami it can 
satisfy as a single meal. A list of pub food 
includes a mixed seafood pancake and 
stir-fries that involve kimchi, gochujang 
or both. And of course, you can have 


bossam, boiled and sliced pork belly that 
you’re supposed to wrap in perilla leaves 
or lettuce, served on a big platter with 
two dipping sauces and sliced raw garlic 
cloves, cucumbers, carrots and jalapenos 
to stuff in between. 

As with all Korean pubs, corn cheese, 
that amalgam of corn kernels and 
stretchy cheese served on a fajita platter 
can be had here. But, again, don’t lose 
sight that you’re here for the chicken and 
that there’s a spittoon on your table for 
the bones. Also don’t forget the whole 
point of a Korean pub is to bring enough 
friends with you to split a pitcher of beer 
and at least one bottle of soju, makgeolli 
or baekseju. And if you find that the soju 
tastes an awful lot like how nail polish 
remover smells, soften it by ordering it as 
the melon bar cocktail, for which you’ll 
be given two melon bar popsicles, a can of 
Sprite and the bottle of soju. 

You pour a shot of the soju into the 
glass, add Sprite, and then stir it up with 
the popsicle until the whole thing froths 
up like an ice cream float. Pour it out into 
shot glasses, and then toast to the fact 
that while Roscoe’s might be getting all 
the press and attention, it’s Crazy Chi- 
Mac that has the best fried chicken in all 
of Anaheim—even if it’s closer to Knott’s 
than Disney.

I 've eaten the epic pies of Laventina's Big 
Cheese Pizza for more than a decade 
now—really, as long as I've been atthe 
Weekly. Thick, sturdy, cheesy slices; medi¬ 
ums as big as larges, larges giant enough 
to cover a tractor wheel rim. Pineapple and 
jalapeno fortoppings, or pepperoni tossed 
with sausage. Always a couple of sides of 
ranch dressings to make the chewy, crispy 
crust atthe end much better. Even every 
once in a while, I get one of the underrated 
subs—just to say I vary it up, you know? 

Laventina's has fed me through highs 
and lows, drunken nights and futile week¬ 
end dates, poverty and semi-poverty— 
through controversies, Chucks and the 
transformation of the Balboa Peninsula 
from a beach-bum paradise to an area 
slowly but surely getting gentrified. I buy 
five large pizzas every other month for the 
Weeklings; they devour them in less than 
half an hour. Laventina's is a part of my 
Orange County story, as much as Alebrije's 
and hating pedophile priests. But the most 
amazing thing about Laventina's? I've 
never actually been there. 

All my Laventina's experiences have 
been from a box, from pizza delivered to 
wherever I was or picked up by whichever 
pal or worker lived nearby. Every time I visit 
the Peninsula, there's just no reason for me 
to stumble toward its iconic storefront off 
Newport Boulevard, to its yellow awning 
that floats in the air as though a lunar bea¬ 
con, and argue for a slice or three—most 
likely, I would've already had my fill of 
slices and be more in need of Dad's Donuts 
by that witching hour. And besides, if I'm 
already there and haven't yet had my fill, I 
know the morning will involve a couch, a 
friend and cold Laventina's grabbed right 
from the fridge, microwave be damned. 

Never been? Go. The late-night crowds, 
the daytime beauties, the eternal tossing 
of dough—my friends who've lived nearby 
over the years swear by the experience, 
say it's as essential to the Peninsula iden¬ 
tity as Blackie's and a May-December 
BUSSS model romance. But I won't do it. 
Fortune has blessed me with an eternal 
Laventina's supply, and why mess with 
perfection? Yep: I'm a superstitious fuck.

The Lark Knight 

Michael Keaton’s great in the flashy Birdman

B efore there was a. Birdman, 

there was a Batman—several, 
in fact, though the best was 
played by Michael Keaton in 
the two Tim Burton films in the late ’80s 
and early ’90s. Since then, Christian Bale’s 
somber strutting and muttering, as seen 
in Christopher Nolan’s Batman movies, 
has—go figure—become the gold standard 
of Batman performances. But there’s no 
vitality in Bale’s brooding; he’s dark in the 
way wet coffee grounds are. Keaton played 
Batman as a hero who, save for a somber 
twist of fate, might have been mischievous 
and joyful and confident—he wanted to 
be all of those things and just couldn’t. 
Instead of stumbling around in his own 
self-pitying darkness, he kept turning, in 
futility, toward the light. His suffering had 
the keen, metallic edge of a migraine. 

In Birdman, directed by Alejandro 
Gonzalez Inarritu, Keaton pours all of 
Batman’s simmering disquietude into a 
different form: that of Riggan Thomson, a 
has-been actor who hopes to reclaim his 
reputation by staging an ambitious Broad¬ 
way show, an adaptation—one he’s written 
himself—of Raymond Carver’s “What We 
Talk About When We Talk About Love.” 
Things aren’t going so well. The play is 
about to go into previews, and Riggan 
knows that one of his actors is a dud—a 
replacement, Edward Norton’s Mike 
Shiner, steps in, and while he’s dazzling, he 
also gives Riggan’s authority a kick in the 
pants. Meanwhile, the show’s producer 
(Zach Galifianakis) frets, with a great deal 


of justification, that he’s about to lose his 
shirt. Riggan’s two actresses, Naomi Watts’ 
Lesley and Andrea Riseborough’s Laura, 
flounce about radiating moonbeams of 
actressy insecurity. His daughter, Sam 
(Emma Stone), has just been sprung from 
rehab and spends her days being bitchy at 
the world—and at him. 

Those are all problems that Riggan per¬ 
ceives and addresses in some fashion, but 
there are even bigger ones that he doesn’t: 
The movie character that made him 
famous, a superhero costumed in a breast¬ 
plate of molded feathers and a beaked 
mask—the Birdman of the title—has been 
taunting him in a shadowy monotone 
that actually sounds like Bale’s Batman, 
pestering Riggan to admit that his theater 
project, not to mention his whole life, is a 
sham. This beastly, winged Marley’s Ghost 
urges Riggan to accept that he is Birdman 
and will never be anything more. 

Have I mentioned that this psychi¬ 
cally distressing apparition may also 
have vested Riggan with the power to 
move objects, Carrie-like, with his mind? 
There’s a lot going on in Birdman, though 
the somewhat harsh truth is that Riggan’s 
agitation and torment are really just an 
excuse for the pyrotechnics of the film- 
making. Its novelty: It was shot (by cin¬ 
ematographer extraordinaire Emmanuel 
Lubezki) as one continuous sequence. In 
other words, the film appears to consist 
of a single long take, though Inarritu and 
Lubezki have done some subtle piecing- 
together. Not that you’re likely to notice 


the seams, and not that you should go 
looking for them: Part of the fun is giving 
in to the illusion, allowing yourself to float 
and swoop with the camera through back- 
stage corridors, onto outdoor balconies lit 
with that faux-daytime Broadway glow, 
and even on a mad dash along a block of 
Times Square. 

The script—by Inarritu, Nicolas Giaco- 
bone, Alexander Dinelaris and Armando 
Bo—doesn’t go as deep as it purports to: 
As with so many stories about existential 
crises, Birdman suffers from a kind of 
generic listlessness. And it whacks a little 
too obviously at some of its targets—the 
noisy emptiness of blockbusters and the 
obnoxious supremacy of social media, 
for example. But Birdman has humor on 
its side—it’s mischievously, darkly funny, 
as when Norton’s hotshot, loose-cannon 
scene-stealer literally destroys a stage 
set after launching into a “None of this is 
real!” tirade. Just as his tantrum reaches 
its climax, he throws open the door of a 
badly assembled kitchen cupboard and 
the whole thing, dishes and all, comes 
crashing to the floor. It’s an exhilarating 
bit of slapstick madness. Stone is wonder¬ 
ful, too: Stalking around backstage, run¬ 
ning errands for her father and resenting 
every minute of it, she’s like a Dickensian 
waif with serrated edges, a figurative 
orphan who finds a scarily true reflec¬ 
tion—truer than she wants to admit—in 
the face of her father. 

It’s a relief, too, to see Keaton in a role 
worthy of him. Riggan is haunted not just 


by a pooped-out career, but also by a failed 
marriage (to Amy Ryan’s Sylvia) and by 
his history of being an absentee father to 
Sam. As it turns out, the insecurity of aging 
actors figures in a number of about-to-be- 
released movies: In Barry Levinson’s The 
Humbling, based on Philip Roth’s novel, 

Al Pacino plays a floundering actor who 
tries to restore his mojo by kindling an ill- 
advised romance with a young academic 
(Greta Gerwig). That movie isn’t as techni¬ 
cally dazzling as Birdman, but maybe it’s 
the lack of fancy packaging—plus Pacino’s 
eternally woebegone eyes—that makes 
it more piercing. And in Olivier Assayas’ 
upcoming Clouds ofSils Maria, Juliette 
Binoche plays an actress who’s haunted 
by a character she played 20 years earlier. 
The aging-performer motif takes on a dif¬ 
ferent texture when we’re talking about a 
woman who feels less desirable—or simply 
feels less and less of something— with each 
passing year. 

Birdman is a marvelously entertaining 
picture, a work of “look at me!” bravado 
that’s energized every minute. Its profi¬ 
ciency, the mechanically fluid kind, works 
against it in some ways. But none of that 
diminishes what Keaton does. His Rig¬ 
gan is a grizzled nerve ending, frayed and 
whiskery but alive. Now and then, when 
we stop to take a breath and look into 
Keaton’s eyes, we can see all the ecstatic 
anguish there, as if the comedy and trag¬ 
edy masks had been morphed into one. No 
wonder he’s the darkest knight.

THE BOOK OF LIFE Encouraging a sensitive 
boy to win over an ostensibly independent 
girl by, in her words, "always [following his] 
heart," Mexican animated fable The Book 
of Life's hackneyed stock plot preaches 
tolerance while lamely reinforcing the status 
quo. Realistically, you shouldn't expect 
penetrating life lessons from a film where 
balladeer Manolo (Diego Luna) digs deep 
inside himself to serenade sassy heroine 
Maria (Zoe Saldana) but only dredges 
up Hallmark Card-ready sentimentality: a 
constellation of candles, an instantly forget¬ 
table sunset, and a bad cover of "Can't Help 
Falling in Love." But The Book of Life's plot 
hinges on Manolo and war-hero Joaquin's 
(Channing Tatum) romantic rivalry, making 
pseudo-empowered Maria—she knows 
kung fu!—a human prize. Manolo and 
Joaquin's contest is encouraged by Xibalba 
and La Muerte (Ron Perlman and Kate del 


Castillo), dueling rulers of the afterlife who 
bet on who will wed Maria. The ghosts of 
Manolo's family further validate his quest 
by returning to help him on the Dfa de los 
Muertos. The film's rote right-makes-might 
fantasy wouldn't be so obnoxious if pander¬ 
ing to the lowest common denominator 
wasn't its default mode. You might be 
able to forgive the 5/jre/r-worthy jukebox 
soundtrack, including covers of Radiohead's 
"Creep" and Biz Markie's "Just a Friend." 
But you can't escape the Speedy Gonzalez- 
level ethnic humor—the filmmakers literally 
put facial hair and sombreros on everything, 
including a mustachioed globe and its som¬ 
brero-shaped spiral galaxy home. Instead 
of swinging for the fences, The Book of 
Life bunts, and still strikes out. (PG) Simon 
Abrams. Countywide.

Collier (Brad Pitt) suspects as much, but 
he isn't sure. And so he, his men, and 
their tank roll on through the German 
countryside, shooting and dodging a final 
barrage of bullets that is no less fatal for 
being futile. Instead of flags and patriotism, 
Fury is about filth: the basins of blood, the 
smears on the soldiers' exhausted faces, 
the bodies pushed around by bulldozers, 
and a decomposing corpse that's melted 
into the mud. The men's moods are equally 
dark. Collier's team—dumb hick Grady (Jon 
Bernthal), temperamental but wounded 
Gordo (Michael Pena), and stock religious 
guy Bible (Shia LaBeouf)—has had the 
mixed fortune of surviving every battle. The 
squad's fifth man has just been shot, and the 
first thing his replacement, a typist named 
Norman (Logan Lerman), is ordered to do is 
mop up his predecessor's blood and dispose 
of his face, which has been flung in the cor¬ 
ner like melted cheese. This is a film about 
present-traumatic stress disorder, a condi¬ 
tion none of the men have words to express. 
It's structured like a string of grenades: 
Collier's tank just keeps chugging toward 
the next explosion, and the men inside are 
so fixated on survival that no one takes the 
time to ask what it all means. In trying to 
say that death is both noble and pointless, 
Fury makes the fatal mistake of so many 
war movies: It divides the battlefield so that 
our deaths are lofty, and the enemies' mean 
nothing. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide.

DRACULA UNTOLD This Dracula Begins- 
style sword-and-fangs curio plays like 
someone said, "What if we took a vampire 
flick but did a find-and-replace swapping out 
all that bare-neck sensuality for some video- 
game ass-kicking?" And so it was, and it 
was dull, the greatest villain in all cinema 
bitten on the neck and drained of his hottest 
blood. Here's a Dracula who feeds for honor 
and ravishes no one but his own wife, who 
has to beseech him to do so. Within a single 
night, he murders a thousand-man army 
and manages to pig-stick each corpse upon 
a pike like an olive on a toothpick. Then he 
broods: This Vlad may be haunted by his 
deeds, but what's that count when view¬ 
ers worldwide are expected to get off on 


them? All this might sound pleasantly mad. 
The opening scenes are: Once Turks again 
demand Transylvania's children, Prince Vlad 
(Luke Evans) plunges into the blackest of 
caves to meet the great Charles Dance, here 
a master vampire, pale and skeletal in his 
bad-Jedi robes. This sequence is a creepy 
marvel. Its upshot: By taking of swig of 
undead blood, Vlad can gain unholy power 
for three days. If he makes it that long with- 
outt giving in to the urge to feed, Vlad will 
go right back to being human. So it's a Faust 
story. But this Vlad is never tempted to want 
more power, and despite his CGI war crimes 
he never seems at risk of losing his human¬ 
ity. Worse, Dracula Untolds resources—of 
invention and money both—seem to have 
been spent in that opening third, leaving the 
film's back half a muddle of hard-to-follow 
nighttime action. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

THE JUDGE God save us from old coots and 
the actors who play them. Is that a terrible 
thing to say? Actors, like the rest of us, grow 
old, and there aren't a whole lot of good 
roles available to them. But do we really 
need to see Robert Duvall playing a withered 
grouch for the millionth time? There's only so 
much squintin' and grousin' an audience can 
bear, and in David Dobkin's The Judge—a 
Midwestern drama in which bits and pieces 
of John Grisham courtroom showmanship 
bump up against Alexander Payne-style 
family angst—Duvall reaches new, exhaust¬ 
ing depths of cootery. He plays crabby 
patriarch Joseph Palmer, a respected 
small-town Indiana judge and the father of 
Robert Downey Jr.'s Hank, a hotshot big-city 
lawyer known for keeping obviously guilty 
thugs out of jail. Hank never looked back 
after leaving the family homestead. But his 
mother's funeral draws him back, and he 
finds himself square in the beady-eyed gaze 
of old Joseph's seeming hatred. It turns out, 
though, that Daddy Palmer might need the 
help of the son he reviles: After possibly 
going on a bender—he's been sober for 
years—the judge finds himself a suspect 
in what may be a vehicular homicide, and 
the case against him is strong (though the 
movie fails to make us understand why). 
Nothing Downey does here is unexpected, 
and Duvall is often at his worst, screwing up 
his face in locust-cloud disgust whenever 


his most unloved son dares to challenge 
him, or crumpling into a total cutie-pie when 
his granddaughter, Hank's little girl (Emma 
Tremblay), asks him if he's going to take her 
out for an ice-cream cone. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

KILL THE MESSENGER It was a mystery 
that reporter Gary Webb would have jumped 
on: a man who'd made powerful enemies 
allegedly committing suicide with two 
gunshots to the head. The tragedy is that 
Webb was the deceased. Michael Cuesta's 
earnest, ire-inducing Kill the Messenger is 
a David-and-Goliath story where truth is the 
slingshot. The giant is the CIA. In 1996, Webb 
published a thunderbolt piece in the San 
Jose Mercury News connecting the facts in 
a conspiracy that linked the government to 
the Nicaraguan Contras to the crack dealers 
of South Central Los Angeles. Yet in the two 
years between his piece hitting print and 
the government's mea culpa, Webb's career 
was trashed. No one threatens him or his 
family with violence. Instead, they destroy 
the man by destroying his credibility—and 
to an investigative journalist, the two are the 
same. Like Webb himself, Kill the Messenger 
is a little rumpled. The film doesn't elevate 
him into a hero. He's a hunter, and when his 
rivals scrutinize his past, he's made enough 
personal mistakes that he's easy to discredit. 
(So have we all.) In Webb's case, he has 
a temper, he had a mistress, and when he 
gets spooked by stalkers outside his house, 
we know enough about the news cycle to 
scream, "Put down that gun and look nor¬ 
mal!" For media junkies, Kill the Messenger 
plays like s&m porn—it hurts so good. Yet, 
when the sting fades, so does the film. It 
doesn't entirely engage, in part because 
it's so determined to correct the story that 
it can't let us explore it ourselves. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

LEFT BEHIND The new Left Behind f\\m is 
for the religious and by the religious, with 
bright colors and inspirational soft rock. 

But the story itself tracks the nonbelievers 
left behind on an ordinary afternoon when 
God blips a few million chosen people to 
Heaven. What remains on Earth—and in 
the sky, where adulterous Captain Rayford 
Steele (Nicolas Cage) is piloting a plane of 
saints and sinners—is chaos, confusion 
and regret. While the captain's religious 
wife (Lea Thompson) is immediately zapped, 
plenty of nice nonbelievers are left, includ¬ 
ing the captain's estranged daughter and 
our heroine, Chloe (Cassi Thomson); a 
newscaster porntastically named Buck 
Williams (Chad Michael Murray); and 
even, embarrassingly, the local priest 
(Lance E. Nichols). Perhaps to appeal to 
the nondevout, or at least not frighten 
them off, this remake has half the religion 
and half the plot of the 2000 Kirk Cameron 
cornball classic, reducing the Biblocalypse 
into a straightforward disaster movie: Can 
Captain Steele safely land his plane when 
the Eastern seaboard is in shambles? Cage 
is uncommonly calm—he's practically the 
voice of reason. Helming a doomed jet, he 
delivers lines such as "Mayday mayday" 
as though he's asking a waitress to refill 
his coffee. Alas, he has robbed the irony- 
attuned audiences of their only reason to 
go. And so the Christian filmgoing audience 
will remain as insular as it has been for 
years, only semi-preaching and semi-pleas¬ 
ing to the pre-converted, such as those 
who confessed to LeftBehinds message 
board that they feared God would rapture 
them before they'd have a chance to see 
the movie. He hasn't. The Lord works in 
mysterious ways. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide.

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Strike, Dear Mistress 


There’s more than kink in South Coast Rep’s excellent staging of Venus In Fur

S ex is what sells Venus In Fur, 

especially to those whose sex life 
is void of kink or those whose 
kink it is to watch two people 
engage in smart witty talk about kink, with 
enough fishnet stockings and black patent 
leather to keep the eyes riveted, all insu¬ 
lated by the reality that no gooey effluent 
or guilt will stick to their forehead. 

And that is a big drag. Because while 
David Ives’ 2011 play is, on the most obvi¬ 
ous level, about kink and sex and gender 
politics and class and power and all that 
shit that seems so important until you’re 
actually fucking, the play is about some¬ 
thing far more titillating—and far more 
fascinating—than sex and all the politics 
that goes with it. So, contrary to what you 
may have read, Venus In Fur is less an edgy, 
naughty sex comedy than it is a revenge 
play that leaps over the blood and gore 
of Jacobean tragedy and draws its source 
from the lusty, vain group of perverted 
sociopaths atop Mount Olympus in the 
stories of ancient Greece. 

Its lineage should not surprise anyone 
familiar with Ives’ work, particularly the 
series of short plays he wrote in his early 
1990s collection , All In the Timing. Some 
aspect of time—framed in Ives’ stylized, 
absurd, intellectually witty language- 
manifested in each of the plays, and it’s no 
different with Venus. The play takes place 



in a sparsely furnished rehearsal space in 
contemporary New York City. The produc¬ 
tion being auditioned is an adaptation of 
the 1870 erotic novel Venus In Furs. And 
the hints of ancient Greek myth that eddy 
through the play’s early minutes transform 
into a gale by its end. 

Thomas (Graham Hamilton, who warms 
up when his character stops being an insuf¬ 
ferably pedantic crower and starts sporting 
a woody) is a frustrated playwright with 
talent and productions under his belt, but 
he’s never satisfied with others directing 
them; it becomes evident that his frustra¬ 
tion isn’t limited to his work in the theater. 
Determined to direct his own adaptation 
of Austrian author Leopold von Sacher- 
Masoch’s chestnut of erotic literature, he 
has spent a grueling day auditioning doz¬ 
ens of actresses for the role of Vanda, the 
young, gorgeous widow with whom the 
novel’s protagonist, Severin, falls in slave. 

In walks “Vanda,” who claims her real 
name is Wanda (a wickedly talented and 
chameleon-ish Jaimi Paige). She’s a potty¬ 
mouthed, overemoting struggling actress 
whom Thomas is convinced lacks the 
prerequisite dignity and class to pull off an 
aristocratic woman. The fact that she has 
arrived to the audition hours late and look¬ 
ing as if she got lost on her way to Plato’s 


Retreat doesn’t engender much confidence 
in the playwright/director. 

But when she pleads and guilts him 
into letting her read, we realize there is 
more—much, much more—to her. Power 
roles continually shift, between director 
and actress and dominant and submis¬ 
sive, and the questions of who wields the 
Upper Hand in their temporal and psychic 
relationship and, most important, why 
take the audience on a creative, witty, tight 
100-minute ride. The mystery of Vanda 
isn’t unveiled until the play’s final moments 
(and anyone who doesn’t walk out know¬ 
ing just who she truly is after Casey 
Stangl’s emphatic last images is probably 
too concerned with rubbing one out on the 
ride home than seriously engaging with 
this play). 

Some might quibble with Ives’ self- 
indulgence. The language is arrogantly 
highbrow at times, and plays about play¬ 
wrights are usually less interesting than a 
proctologist giving himself an enema—if 
just as messy. But Ives is too talented a 
writer to beat around too long in the eru¬ 
dite ether, and he lands on sweaty, sticky 
ground often enough to keep things 
interesting for the uncultivated rabble. 

Of course, the presence onstage of a long-

legged, scantily clad attractive woman 
and the S&M word- and physical play 
doesn’t hurt. 

But, again, this is not a play about sex 
or kink—at least, not really. It’s the play’s 
currency, absolutely, but the idea that Ives 
appears to be selling isn’t what drives 
people to want to dominate—or submit—in 
the bedroom or of getting in touch with 
their sexuality; it’s how honest we are 
in our relationship to the world at large. 
And when one character’s dishonesty 
is unmasked, and this character stands 
or, more accurately, is strapped, naked 
for the audience to see, a primal force is 
unleashed. It is an energy that isn’t sexual 
or political or masculine or feminine, but 
human in all its divine fury. As those iconic 
observers on spirituality, AC/DC, once 
asked, “Who made who?” In Venus In Fur, 
it seems that on the most personal level, we 
have made ourselves; and if we’re not hon¬ 
est with that, there could be hell, or at least 
a God or Goddess or two, to make us pay.

Ye Olde Makery 


iM I t's a great space," explains Lisa Cherry, 

I owner of the Makery. "It doesn't mat¬ 
ter that there isn't a ton of foot traffic." 

Cherry is referring to Community, the 
hidden gem of a shopping center in a 
working-class part of Anaheim where she 
teaches arts and crafts classes. The collec¬ 
tion seems geographically undesirable, but 
it's actually a good thing; Community's cheap 
rent makes it possible for Cherry and other 
artisan businesses to afford a brick and mor¬ 
tar. "We're appealing to such a niche market 
that tons of people walking by wouldn't 
make a difference," she says. "The people 
who want a crafting class seek us out." 

The Makery is the coolest place to make 
a mess. "I started in 2010 with a handmade 
store, but the people who came in were 
more interested in how things were made 
than in buying them," Cherry remembers. 
The unexpected demand pushed her 
toward offering classes, and then to a full 
workspace. "I learned that I absolutely 
loved teaching," she says. It comes natu¬ 
rally—she is so patient with people who 
can't even manage to glue paper flowers. 

Cherry offers classes on crocheting, 
embroidery, fabric dying, weaving and knit¬ 
ting, but her most popular classes are sew¬ 
ing and soy candles. "We seem to attract 
mostly young women," Cherry says, adding 
that she believes it's because craft skills 
stopped being passed down to younger 
generations as women moved into the 
workforce full time. 

If you're more into buying handmade 
items than in learning howto craft them, 
you can easily spend your paycheck at 
Community's Halloween party on Oct. 30 or 
at the Makery's pop-up holiday shop with 
Academy of Handmade throughout Decem¬ 
ber. See you there!

Far Out Fest 

Creating Moon Block Party’s spacey vibe takes a lot of focus

P hil Pirrone knows you’ve got 
to take a chance when the 
universe presents you with an 
opportunity. In 2011, the long¬ 
time musician and maverick event orga¬ 
nizer lived in an apartment in downtown 
Pomona that required him to contribute to 
the city’s popular monthly Art Walk. With 
the help of friends, Pirrone threw a huge 
block party, booking a long roster of bands 
and securing a shopping-center stage. 
“The second we plugged in the PA and 
put on some music to test it, it was so loud 
everyone was like, ‘What’s going on?”’ he 
recalls. About 5,000 people showed up for 
the first installment of what has become 
one of the most anticipated alternative 
music festivals in Southern California: 
Moon Block Party. The third edition—fea¬ 
turing headliners the Black Angels, Band 
of Skulls and Black Lips, as well as several 
up-and-coming local acts—hits Pomona’s 
Fairplex on Saturday. 

“I spent most of my young adult years 
touring and loving festivals and being 
totally inspired by live music,” says Pir¬ 
rone, who grew up in and around Pomona 
and resettled there in his 20s. The city 
struck him as the perfect place to start a 
music collective. “It was just me and my 
friends trying to do it on our own, but it 


kind of blossomed into this community 
effort. Bands from Orange County, Inland 
Empire, the desert, LA—they all sort of 
banded together to play this show for free 
to raise money for charity.” 

The festival collective that grew out 
of that event, Moon Block—a cadre of 
Southern California musicians and art¬ 
ists including Pirrone’s wife, Deap Vally 
drummer Julie Edwards—is now a grass¬ 
roots music superpower. In April 2012, it 
organized its first Desert Daze, an 11-day 
festival in Desert Hot Springs featuring 
more than 120 bands that still stands as a 
milestone to Pirrone. “That was a turning 
point,” he says. “We all just looked at one 
another and were like, ‘Yeah, this is what 
we’re gonna do now.’” That’s when Moon 
Block turned into a full-time job for Pir¬ 
rone. Though he has since decided to trim 
the festival to just one day, its popularity 
and ace-level curation have made it one of 
the most anticipated outings of the year. 

Pirrone finds Moon Block’s endeav¬ 
ors organic. ’’Live music is a harmonic 
thing,” he says. “It’s the thing that binds 
us all together, and we don’t even know 
it. To us, the most worthwhile thing to do 
is support and showcase live music and 
bring people together to experience that 
harmonic energy.” 


A core tenet of the collective’s phi¬ 
losophy is to showcase new talent from 
Southern California’s music underground. 
Pirrone handles the booking himself, and 
even though lineups can change at the last 
minute, the universe always provides. “It’s 
also a matter of who is available,” Pirrone 
says, laughing. 

“Phil cares about the music,” says Tracy 
Bryant of LA post-punk quartet Corners, 
who are playing this year’s Moon Block 
Party and have performed at Desert Daze 
in the past. “There’s a strong community 
around the fest, and all the bands play¬ 
ing have a unique relationship to Phil. He 
understands what we’re doing.” 

Though Moon Block Party has grown 
steadily, the focus remains on the music, 
not the cash, says Pirrone, who is not 
interested in turning Moon Block into 
a second Coachella. “I personally can’t 
imagine doing a 100,000-people festival, 
and I’m not sure who that is really for,” 
he says. “I know it’s business, but can’t a 
festival also be an act of humanity? You 
want to feel like a human being, not a part 
of a demographic.” 

And that explains a large part of the 
festival’s success: that the audience is at 
the center of the Moon Block experience. 
“We have a good eclectic crowd from

all walks of life, but mainly, it’s creative 
types,” Pirrone explains. “It’s artists and 
musicians, producers and DJs. This is 
where they go to relax and party.” And 
Pirrone and the rest of Moon Block are 
working on establishing international 
bridgeheads. “We’ve got partners in 
Mexico and Spain and a couple of other 
places. It’ll be the same model in which 
we try to promote local music.” 

But right now, Pirrone admits, it’s hard 
to focus on anything other than the upcom¬ 
ing Moon Block Party in Pomona. This 
year, the collective has pushed the visual 
aspects of the show. “We’re going to trans¬ 
form the infield of the horse track, which 
is this historic monument, into an outer- 
space playground. It’s going to be like a 
block party on the moon,” he says. In addi¬ 
tion to bands, Moon Block is also bringing 
in oil projection artist Mad Alchemy and 
video artist Demonbabies to give the event 
an appropriately psychedelic vibe. “It’ll be 
out of this world. We really recommend 
people show up in their alien or astronaut 
costumes,” says Pirrone. “All I can say is 
that there are going to be a lot of different 
beings at this thing, so come prepared.”

Yellowcard’s Ryan Key lifts himself up after tragedy, 

writes an inspiring album

Y ellowcard’s Ryan Key never 
expected to fall in love while 
on tour in Europe back in 
2012. Yet when he met Alyona 
Alekhina in Madrid, the two became 
mutually smitten, then practically insepa¬ 
rable. But as Key and Alekhina prepared 
to take their relationship to the next 
phase, the Russian snowboarder was 
injured in a training accident; she was 
paralyzed from the waist down. 

The front man remained at Alekhina’s 
side throughout her time in the hospital, 
culminating in their marriage while she 
was still in the ICU. Though her condition 
has been a challenge, her grit and determi¬ 
nation have inspired her singer/songwriter 
husband. For Yellowcard’s ninth studio 
album, Lift a Sail, Key wrote about the pos¬ 
itivity in moving forward in life, even when 
the most difficult situations arise. 

“I felt like the words ‘Lift a Sail’ invoke 
such a powerful emotion and hopeful feel¬ 
ing,” he says, taking a break from moving 
boxes in his new home in Nashville. “We’ve 
always had that with our music, and the 
idea of lifting and moving forward was 
exactly what we wanted to convey.” 

Key wanted people to universally relate 
to the album’s words, not so much his own 
situation. And his deeply personal lyrics 
aren’t just limited to those songs about his 
wife. On “My Mountain,” the singer pays 
tribute to his late grandfather, with whom 
he was close and who lent his vocals to the 
song “Dear Bobbie” on 2007’s Paper Walls. 

“It was very cathartic for me to let out a 
lot of the things I was thinking and feeling 
for many months,” Key says. “I didn’t want 
this to be specifically about our situation. 

I was able to have that cathartic experi¬ 
ence by writing about it, but also enjoy the 
process of songwriting where people could 
relate to it in their own way, too.” 

On Lift a Sail, the band employed a 


heavier, arena-driven sound that is inspired 
by many of the ’90s alternative rock bands 
Key listened to during his formative years. 
He says the melodies were influenced by 
his favorite band, Coldplay. 

“Before we started writing, one of the 
big words we were using was massive,” 
the singer explains. “After we saw the first 
Warped tour, we shifted from listening to 
alt-rock and got into the Warped scene. 
Somehow, as Sean [Macklin] and I were 
writing this record, we realized that those 
sounds were rearing their head and this 
was a different and new thing.” 

It’s been more than 10 years since the 
band, which formed in Jacksonville, 
Florida, rose to prominence with “Ocean 
Avenue,” just at the onset of the pop punk 
movement. The song could be heard 
everywhere, including on MTV’s TRL 
and video games Madden 2004 and SSX. 
Peaking at No. 37 on the Billboard Hot 
100, Yellowcard became an in-demand 
act in the pop punk genre, which is where 
they’ve stayed. 

Looking back, Key says he’s grateful for 
everything the band have collectively expe¬ 
rienced. The excitement of his professional 
life allows him to stay positive in his pri¬ 
vate life, as well, giving him much-needed 
perspective on how grateful he is for the 
past decade. 

“None of us feel like it’s been a long 
time,” he says. “Taking the chances we did 
on this record, with the lyrics and riffs, it 
reaffirmed to us that there’s still a lot of 
music left to go.”

aving faith in todays folk music can be dif¬ 
ficult forthe '60s audiophiles caught between 
paralyzing nostalgia and an ideological distaste for 
Mumford and Sons. Luckily, in the earthiest cor¬ 
ners of the Internet, we still get small flickering sig¬ 
nals from bands such as Daisy House who exist to 
remind us not only where folk should be going, but 
also where it has been. Father and daughter Doug 
and Tatiana "Angel" Hammond rely on a mixture of 
'60s pop, enchanting U.K. folk a la Fairport Conven¬ 
tion and adventurous layered sounds in their home 
recording studio in Long Beach. Their new record, 
Beaus and Arrows, came out in July. We recently 
spoke to Doug about starting the band, cracking 
the BBC airwaves and finding the key to develop¬ 
ing a brand of folk we rarely hear in the States. 

OC WEEKLY; How did you manage to see eye-to- 
eye with your 21-year-old daughter enough to not 
only appreciate the same music, but also start a 
band together? 

DOUG HAMMOND: I suppose if I wanted to be 
clever about it, I'd say I had to make my band. 
Mostly because I couldn'tfind anybody else who 
was into this shit. In that sense, its kind of easy. I'm 
a musician, so I have more influence about what 
gets played around the house and what kind of 
music I hip my daughter to. There's no such thing 
as background music in this house. And she's 
grown up on my record collection. I have an affin¬ 
ity for '60s music, but I've always kept my ear to 
the ground for bands that are coming along now, 
although less so lately. 

As a writing partner, do you have a lot of input as far 
as the lyrics go? They are pretty mature-sounding 
for someone so young, like your daughter 
That's funny because a lot of her peers—she's 21 
now—they'll say, "Gosh, you sound so wise." But 
that's because I write everything. I write all the 
songs and the lyrics. She's put in a little bit here and 
there, though I do piggyback off her. She tells me 
things about school or her boyfriend or things like 


that, and then I use that stuff to give her some con¬ 
nection when singing it. But I try to make the songs 
universal, too. I have a giant pop streak, as well. 

And of course, any good writer tends to universalize 
themes and stuff. But that's why she may come off 
like the ancient mariner. That's because, ya know, 
the ancient mariner's kinda writing the lyrics. 

Why do you favor English folk over American in 
your songs? 

You have to take your hat off to the English. I mean, 
thattiny freaking island has come up with so much 
good over the years, and they're still doing it. They 
respect and revere their musical predecessors, and 
it just comes through. Something about the labels 
over there, you end up with more music for music's 
sake. And it's more expressive. In America, we get 
people who are willing to jump through whatever 
ugly steps they have to just to get a career here, so 
a lot of the stuff I hear doesn't cut that deep. 

You guys seem to have some interest from various 
podcasts and websites where your music has 
showed up, right? 

Yes, and we've been played on BBC radio; we have 
a friend of a friend who knew Mark Riley from the 
Fall, and he's got his own show on BBC 6, and he 
played us, which is really cool because I love the 
Fall. And part of me really wanted to break in Eng¬ 
land first because that's sort of the hometown for 
this kind of music.
